We enter into eternal life in no 
raiment but the white robe of Christ, which is the right- 
eousness of all that are sanctified in him; and with no 
name but that new one which the mouth of the Lord 
should name; when the Gentiles should see his _right- 
eousness and kings his glory. 


Espoused and wedded to Christ by a living faith, his 
church can only honor him by a faithful obedience to 
his word and wearing his name; and to her he wi'l say 
as did theangel tothe church of Philadelphia, ‘Because 
thou hast kept my word, and hast not denied my name, 
I also will keep thee.” Whatever differences may have 
distinguished the church militant on earth, the grave 
will cover them with our corruptible bodies. The only 
name available to inheritors in Christ is that of saints 
—the sanctified—Christians—those who have been born 
of the spirit of God and are walking in the newness of 
life. From the East and West, the North and South, 
out from among all nations, kindreds, tribes, and 
tongues shall his sanctified ones come and “shall sit 
down with him in his kingdom” to reign with him 
forever.

It 
will be no feast for him; he is not meet for it. A man 
without an ear attuned to musical sounds may sit in the 
midst of the richest harmonies, but he can not partake 
in them, however he may hear them. No man that is 
earthly, sensual, devilish, can partake of the things 
that are pure, heavenly, and divine without first being 
fitted or made meet for them. To the praise and glory 
of divine grace should our hearts ever overflow with 
gratitude that not only unto us is this grace given to be 
made partakers of the inheritance of the saints in 
light, but unto all the sons and daughters of earth. 
As, then, to-day we come before the Lord to offer 
prayer and praise for riches of grace as revealed to us in 
Christ the Lord, let us not forget that to magnify 
that grace and best honor our Master, by whom we 
have access therein, is to go forth in his name dispens- 
ing to others according to that which we have received 
of him.

HISTORY OF THE CHRISTIAN CHURCH IN 
BOSTON.— No. 4. 

The changeable character of Elias Smith—his turn- 
ing to another faith—brought a heavy blow ‘upon the 
church which it took years to overcome. The next two 
years the society struggled on as best they could, some- 
times almost giving up, and yet they did not give up. 

During the year 1819, a young minister visited them 
by the name of Simon Clough, from Monmouth, Maine. 
Deacon Loring says: ““He commenced laboring here 
under many discouraging circumstances. He had just 
commenced the ministry, and for months toiled and 
wept, while he saw but little fruit of his labors, meet- 
ing as he did with much opposition from various quar- 
ters. 

“At length in the early part of 1820 we were blest 
with a few mercy drops. Some young people were hope- 
fully converted, and others who had for years indulged 
a hope but had never made an open profession of their 
faith in Christ, now felt they could no longer remain in- 
active. Inthe month of April Elder Clough baptized 
eight, and in the course of the summer several more. 
It had been so long since we had heard the voice of 
young converts or witnessed the ordinance of baptism 
among us, that the recurrence of such a scene*filled us 
with joy unspeakable. 

“At this time we made a successful endeavor to pro- 
cure a better place for our meetings, and bidding fare- 
well to our old hall in Friend Street, where we had 
suffered and enjoyed so much, we began worship in a 
more convenient and respectable building in Bedford 
Street. The congregation soon increased, and our 
prospects were more encouraging. Our pastor kept 
steadily at his appropriate work and saw much good ac- 
complished. 

“ A bout this time our minister made a long exchange 
with ‘Elder Moses How, of New Bedford, and both 
saw a gracious revival in each other’s parish, or field of 
labor. It was beautiful indeed to see how faithfully 
each worked for the good of the other’s flock, and that, 
too, without the least apparent jealousy or selfish mo- 
tives. And it was almost as remarkable to see how the! 
brethren in both societies worked harmoniously and 
zealously with the pastors. God’s blessing and great 
grace was indeed upon them all. 


resumed his labors with fresh courage. A considerable 
number were soon added to the church. Our place of 
meeting was commonly crowded, and an enlargement of 
our borders was much desired. Our pastor now made 
an effort to have a house of worship built for the so- 
ciety; but failing in his endeavors resigned and went to 
New York City, where he succeeded in gathering a con- 
gregation and organizing a church, and also of building 
a house of worship for the people, and where he con- 
tinued to minister for years.” It was there that Dr. N. 
Summerbell’s family, Bro. J. E. Brush, and many other 
noble workers in Zion were gathered into our ranks. 
Elder Clough was succeeded by Elder I. N. Walter, 
Oliver Barr, and other faithful pastors. 

Elder Clough’s departure from Boston was a source 
of grief to many who had learned to love him in the 
Lord for his work sake, and had greatly profited under 
his ministry. Nearly one hundred had united with the 
church under his labors. The pulpit was now generally 
supplied on the Sabbath, although they were for some- 
time without a pastor. 

Soon after this one of the early members decided to 
build a house of worship for us, and either rent it on 
easy terms or sell it to the church and society. Bro. 
Jacob Tidd* was the builder, and after some years the 
society bought it. It was a plain brick building with 
stores underneath, situated at the foot of Summer, cor- 
ner of Sea Street. While it was in process of construc- 
tion, a call was extended to Elder Charles Morgridge, 
also from Maine. He accepted the call and entered 
upon his labors at the time of the dedication of the 
church in December, 1825, Elder Clough preaching 
the dedicatory sermon. A large volume, called ““Clough’s 
Select.Works,” is one of the valuable books found in 
many of our ministers’ libraries.

MRS. EMILY CURRIER. 

A brief notice tells us that this estimable lady is 
dead, and I desire to give to her many, many friends a 
brief sketch of her life. She was born in 1815, and 
early developed a taste for literary pursuits. Her edu- 
cational advantages were very fair,and sheused her pen 
for the public good. In 1836 she was married to Rev. 
John H. Currier, a minister of the Christian Church, 
and during the twenty-four years following they re- 
sided in New York City, Dundee, West Shelby, New 
York, and in New Jersey. During these years the 
wife was the helpmeet of the minister and many 
sheaves were gathered for the heavenly harvest. Seven 
children were born to them, three of whom died in in- 
fancy. In 1860, when residing at West Shelby, New 
York, the cloud of sorrow fell low upon them, and the 
husband was taken from them after a very painful ill- 
ness. This changed the whole plan of life, and in a 
few years Mrs. Currier removed with her family to Ta- 
cony, Pennsylvania, where she spent the rest of her 
life. 

Since the death of her husband her health has not 
been good. Soon after her removal to Tacony, her old- 
est daughter, Mrs. Emma Burkholder, died, and her 
cup of sorrow seemed overflowing. In 1874 her young- 
est son, Willie, died, and she suffered from severe nerv- 
ous prostration and loss of vitality. For many weeks 
her life was despaired of, but she gradually improved 
and although she never grew strong, she found much 
comfort, and the twilight of life was calm. During the 
last year of her life she suffered much from nervous- 
ness. I met her first in 1871, and have ever since 
thanked God for her life, and her counsel has often 
helped the minister in meeting the exegencies of life. 
Her presence always brought the sunshine, and her 
words were full of hope and strength. Two children 
and one grandchild survive her.

years. A few weeks ago I read in it an article on the 
subject of “faith cure,’ which induced me to try to re- 
late some of my experience on the subject also.

So I sought and found a time when I could 
be alone with the Lord and see if he would not meet 
me and pour outa blessing, I then took my Bible, 
and after reading a number of passages which seemed 
applicable to my case, I humbly bowed before the Lord 
and besought his forgiveness for past offenses and tried 
to consecrate myself to him wholly, without reserve. 
It now seemed to me I had done all I could do only to 
drop into his arms in faith, believing that he would re- 
ceive me and accept my offering. I tried to do so, say- 
ing, in the language of the poet: > 

“ Here, Lord, I give myself to thee; 
Tis all that I can do.”’ 


As those words fell from my lips a thrill of love, peace, 
and joy filled my soul, and seemed to penetrate my 
whole being. After a few days I told my children and 
others that the Lord had delivered me from that awful 
disease which had followed me almost from my cradle 
to the present time, causing suffering that is past de- 
scription. It had left me and would return no more. 
Suffice it to say, since that time twelve years have rolled 
around and I have had no return of the disease what- 
ever. Glory be to God and the Lamb forever.

METHODIST EPISCOPAL. 

The Centennial Conference at Baltimore, before clos- 
ing, issued a pastoral letter in which the following oc- 
curs: “These other doctrines have been the rallying cry 
of Methodism in the past and must be in the future.

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ANTIOCH, THE QUEEN OF THE EAST. 


Jerusalem only excepted, there is no more sacred city 
of earth to the Christian than Antioch, in ancient Syria. 
Within its walls one of the first churches of our blessed 
Master was organized and flourished for several centu- 
ries, and here his disciples were first called Christians— 
a name sacred to the heart of every believer. (Acts 
Ir: 26.) 

Its political history is of the most interesting charac- 
ter. Originally called Epidaphnes, to distinguish it 
from other Greek cities, it was founded by the renowned 
Seleucus Nicator, a Syrian monarch, who bestowed up- 
on it the name of his father, Antiochus. Its site is on 
the river Orontes, longitude 36°, 10% E, and latitude 36°, 
11’ N,, and on the slope of Mt. Silpius, extending to the 
river named, and is located twenty miles from its mouth. 

The location is picturesque in the extreme. The view 
from the mountain, a spur of the Lebanon range, is en- 
chanting, the river and valley beneath being among the 
most beautiful in all Syria. Ancient bards sang the praise 
of the Orontes and Mount Silpius, and the oracles of hea- 
then mythology dwelt upon them with rapturous delight. 

Antioch was founded by Seleucus three hundred years 
before the birth of Christ. It was plotted and built by 
the architect, Xenaeus, under the direction of Seleucus. 
One broad street, four miles in length, ran from east to 
west through the city parallel with the river. All other 
streets intersected it, running up the mountain and to 
the river. The original city was walled in, but it soon 
filled up with an opulent population, and Seleucus built 
an addition to it as large as the first, which he inclosed 
with awall also. In 246 B. C., Seleucus Callinicus built 
an addition, and in 175 B. C. a fourth was constructed 
by Antiochus Epiphanes, each being separately walled: 
In architecture and splendor it ranked next to Rome 
and Alexandria, as also in wealth and population. Gor- 
geous temples abounded throughout the city, while the 
principal street was ornamented with four parallel rows 
of marble columns, forming a broad road in the middle 
laid with granite, the work of the Roman emperor, An- 
toninus Pius. Some writers estimate the population at 
1,500,000 souls, but this is no doubt overdrawn. That 
it approximated 1,000,000, there is no doubt, for on one 
occasion (526 A. D.) there were 250,000 strangers with- 
in its gates. : 

Five miles out of the city was the famed Cyprus Grove, 
called Daphne, also laid out by Seleucus Nicator. 
Here a temple to Apollo and Diana was erected. The 
temple of Apollo was a colossal statue of that god, the 
work of Bryaxis, the sculptor, grand and magnificent in 
all its parts. Annually in August a great feast was en- 
joyed in the Daphne Grove by hundreds of thousands, 
when all gave themselves up to riotous pleasure. 

One of the grandest theatres on the globe was erected 
in Antioch, on which three Seleucide kings, together 
with Agrippa, Tiberius, and Trajan, furnished workmen 
of the most accomplished art. Constantine the Great 
added to the splendor of the city by the erection of a 
Christian Church (finished, however, by his son Con- 
stantius), which stood asa monument to his religious 
zeal until it was destroyed by an earthquake A. D. 526. 

One of the grandest, if not ¢he grandest, appurtenan- 
ces of this great city, was an aqueduct which supplied 
the inhabitants with water. The main aqueduct was 
five miles in length, which conveyed the water over hills 
and valleys to the city. One bridge over a valley is 700 
feet long and 200 feet deep at the deepest point, the low- 
er part consisting of solid masonry to the depth of.100 
feet, while the upper section is composed of arches and 
columns. A large portion of this bridge still remains 
immovable, just as its builders left it. 

Many of the Roman emperors bestowed upon Antioch 
their richest gifts, in both art and treasure, until its*mag- 
nificence and splendor reached such a height that it was 
proudly styled ‘“‘The Queen of the East.’’ Its streets 
were called ‘‘golden,”’ by reason of the precious stones 
which glittered in the innumevable porticos of the mar- 
ble palaces and the exquisitely wrought arches which 
spanned its streets. Malala, the historian, asserts that 
Titus, after the fall of Jerusalem, brought the cherubim 
from the temple and adorned one of the gates of An- 
tioch with it. In short, nothing was deemed too grand, 
costly, or magnificent to adorn the Roman capitol of the 
East. Well may Gibbon remark, in speaking of this 
erain the history of this great metropolis: ‘‘ Fashion 
was the only law, pleasure the only pursuit, and the 
s lendor of dress and furniture was the only distinction 
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honored, the manly virtues were the subject of ridicule, 
and the contempt for female modesty and reverent age 
announced the universal corruption of the capital of 
the East.” With this terrible picture of moral deprav- 
ity, luxury, and crime before us, need any be amazed 
that God’s wrath was displayed toward this great city by 
numerous and destructive earthquakes and ravages of 
invading armies? 

Ere the glory of Antioch had departed, no less than 
ten earthquakes visited it. The first was in the year 148 
B. C,; the next A. D. 37, during the reign of Caius Ce- 
sar, and a third in the time of Claudius, the exact date 
not being preserved. The fourth was A. D. 115, while 
Emperor Trajan occupied the city with a great army on 
his march to meet the Parthinians. The Orontes 
changed its course by the violence of the earth’s com- 
motion, the mountains shook like aspen leaves, and 
Trajan barely escaped death from the falling buildings. 
But in A. D. 526 an earthquake nearly destroyed the 
city, together with many thousand people. Prior to this 
date—A. D. 341, 447, and 448—violent shocks occurred, 
but not destructive; but November 29, 528, five thousand 
lives were lost; and yet another occurred in the year 587, 
which was followed, October 30, 588, by an appalling 
loss of life, so great that the exact number was never 
ascertained or even approximated. Notwithstanding 
these repeated calamities, the Roman emperors did all 
in their power to restore the city to its former splendor 
and greatness while it remained under their control. 
Among those of the imperial dignity who lavished 
vast sums of money upon itin erecting temples and 
other public buildings, may be named Antonius Pius, 
Tiberus, Trajan, Julian, Claudius, Caius Cesar, Augus- 
tus Czesar, Valens, Commodus, Constantine, Constan- 
tius, Theodosius the Great, and Justinian the law-giver. 
It was Justinian who partially restored the city after it 
was plundered and burned in 538 A. D. by Chasroes, 
the Persian king, but from that time it steadily decayed 
and finally lost its proud title of ‘‘The Queen of the 
East.”” In 635 A. D. the Saracens captured and held it 
until 969, when it was retaken by the Romans under 
Peter the eunuch, who held dominion over it until A. D. 
1084, when it was taken by the Turks, Their dominion 
continued to the year 1098, when the Crusaders gained 
control; but in 1268 the Sultan of Egypt took the city, 
reducing it almost to one common ruin, in which con- 
dition it remains to this day. 

Antioch still retains, amid ruin and desolation, its 
ancient name, but it is occupied by only a few thousand 
poverty-stricken barbarians. whose wretched hovels, 
made of mud, sticks, and straw, occupy the sites of 
marble palaces, while rude fishermen dry their nets on 
the ruins of gorgeous temples. ‘‘ Time, the great tomb 
builder,” has brought to a common level the busy 
thousands who once crowded the streets of this ancient 
city, and oblivion reigns supreme where opulent throngs 
once assembled to witness Olympian and theatrical 
games. The imperial purple is no more seen in its 
streets, nor the jeweled diadem glittering in the suh- 
light, inspiring awe in all who beheld it. All, all have 
departed from earth forever! We contemplate the sad 
spectacle with deep solemnity, and bow with gratitude 
before the God of our fathers and render unto him 
thanks that our lot has been cast in a land of law, or-

CHRISTMAS. 








This is the day which tradition celebrates in com- 
memoration of the birth of our Savior. There is no 
reliable evidence going to show that Jesus was born on 
the 25th day of December. On the contrary, there is 
pretty good evidence that he was not born on that day. 

But whether he was or was not born on that day, by 
the common consent of Christians of the age, that day 
is celebrated in memory of that great and glofious event. 

The custom of giving presents on Christmas day is 
most probably not of Christian origin. At this time, 
however, it very appropriately suggests a remembrance 
of God’s unspeakable gift of his Son to our world lost 
in sin and ruin. 

Although the realities of the Christmas festival are 
not well supported by history or tradition, the anni- 
versary is nevertheless full of tenderest associations, 
and the return of the day should stir our spirits 
and open our hearts. The remembrance of his gracious 
goodness should lead us to repentance, and his bound- 
less benevolence should be an influence to open wide 
our hearts toward suffering humanity wherever it may 
be found or whatever may be the cause of its sorrow. 

Jesus left no memorial of his birth, but he did leave 
an ordinance conimemorating his death. In the early 
ages of the church some Christians used to celebrate 
his birth, his baptism, and his death. It is more than 
intimated in the writings of the apostles that baptism 
was understood as symbolizing his burial and resurree- 
tion. 

While the inner life of Jesus stands as a city set on 
a hill, the light of the world and the life of men, it is 
singular that we know so little of his outer life! He 
was certainly touched with all the feelings of our in- 
firmities. He was a man of sorrow and acquainted 
with grief.

greatly to reach the non-church-goers. One of the pu 
saddest comments to be made on the Sabbath-school of its 
the period is, there is no connection between it and the th 
church. But the church itself must be made more W 
attractive, not only to bring people to the church, but to 
to keep them when they come. We want more of the tl 
preaching of Christ, and more of the Christly truth, in 
more of the spirit of Christ in the pulpit. We want tl 
less conventionalism, less conservatism, and more of b 
Christ and Christ life, and more of consistency in the I 
pulpit and the pew. We must disregard the environ- p 
ment of clothes and color, and open our church and it 
pew doors for all classes and conditions of men. We a 
want the pure gold of a genuine piety in a warm clasp ii 
of the stranger's hand. The spirit of Christ isa spirit 8 
of awakening. Let there be something done in the i 
meeting-houses, let the truth of the gospel be brought g 


to bear on the pews, let the spirit of God come down, 
and the churches of Cincinnati can not hold the people 
that will come to see what is being done. <A revival in 
the church will attract people. Earnest personal work 
will fill the churches much fuller than they now are. 

Mr. Moody said most of our churches must be recon 
structed before the non-church-goers ean be reached. 
We must have shorter sermons, prayers, more life in the 
services, and we must welcome people if we are to reach 
the non-church-goers. Written essays are an abowina- 
tion before the Lord. Then there is much singing in an 
unknown tongue. Inthedays of Charles Wesley singing 
was a great power, and to-day weknow his hymns. (ood 
singing will draw the people. 

Then, again, we ought to have free pews, at least part 
of the time. Rented pews are a great embarrassment 
to strangers, and the strangers will not stand it longer. 
We can not get the masses into our churches as 
long as they feel they are not wanted. The pews in our 
churches are too high. In one church of the speaker's 
knowledge the cheapest pew is forty dollars a year. 
A struggling man, often out of work, can not pay that 
money. 

Strangers must be met and cordially welcomed in the 
church. A man lately heard a sermon on the “Recog- 
nition of Friends in Heaven,” and said he would like 
to hear asermon onthe “Recognition of Friends on 
Earth,” as he had been attending the church six 
years and not a man had ever spoken to him. A 
man can not do any good preaching to empty pews. 
Then, again, we must have the children—babies as 
well—in our churches. Let mothers bring their babies 
in their arms, and if the babies ery let the preacher 
preach a little louder, and most preachers can cry louder 
than a baby can cry. 

Then if we do not succeed in getting a man to church 
on the firstinvitation, we must keep up the work, and 
eventually weshall succeed. These masses can be brought 
into our chutches it we want them and will persistently 
work to that end. =

The report of the Utah Commission shows that the 
law for the suppression of polygamy in that terri- 
tory has not been a success.

REMINISCENCES. 

I see by the HERALD of December 4, 1884, that Rev. 
Il. M. Eaton has recently organized a church of thirty- 
five members in Surry, New Hampshire. When I read 
the note my heart rejoiced at the good news. My mind 
ran bgck involuntarily over the space of fifty-three 
years, to the summer and fall of 1831. I was preach- 
ing at that time at Marlow, Gilsum, Walpole, and 
Westmoreland, aud by invitation of a friend (who at- 
tended church at some other places), I sent an appoint- 
ment to Surry, and held my meeting in a school-house 
on the banks of the Ashwillet River. The house was 
well filled with attentive hearers. Monday morning a 
complaint was made to Squire Holebrook by Priest 
How, asking for protection from these “renegades who 
were breaking up their good order, sowing the seeds of 
heresy, delusion, and instilling into the minds of his 
people false doctrines,” ete. Squire Holebrook replied 
“that it was a free country; that ministers had a right 
to preach where they pleased, if they behaved them- 
selves in a becoming manner, and that the people had a 
right to attend church where they chose.” ‘o the 
matter ended for that time. 

At my next appointment the congregation assembled 
to find the house locked and bolted. Some of the trust- 
ees proposed to break open the house. I said no, not 
by my consent; that I was not there to break open their 
house, or to force an entrance into it. My errand 
among them was simply to preach the gospel of Christ, 
and to point sinners, to the Savior, and that I could 
do that in the street if the people were willing to hear. 
At this crisis a gentleman (I think his name was Hill), 
a wagon-maker, and of course had plenty of lumber, 
proposed for the people to go to his house and he would 
soon arrange for their accommodation; and in ten or fif- 
teen minutes comfortable seats were arranged in two 
front rooms, and in his front yard, so that a large con-

THE WALKER-PUCKETT DEBATE. 
ELDER WALKER REFUSES TO MEET DR. PUCKETT THE 
SECOND TIME, THUS BACKING DOWN FROM 
HIS OWN CHALLENGE. 

It will be remembered that while Dr. J. L. Puckett 
was editor of the Jndicator the Disciples were contin- 
ually following him up with challenges to debate the 
question of water baptism. He finally accepted their 
challenge and they chose Elder Aaron Walker, editor 
of the Christian Foundation, and the recognized cham- 


pion debater of the Disciple Church, to meet him. The 


last, and the result was—to tell the plain fact in few 
words—Walker was so quickly and so badly beaten that 
it made his head swim. 

On one of the days of the debate, when Puckett had 
driven his opponent to the wall (and nearly through it), 
Elder Walker, in a moment of almost frenzied despair, 
challenged Puckett to again debate their differences on 
water baptism. In his next speech Puckett calmly ac- 
eepted the challenge and named the Disciple Church 
in Kokomo, Indiana, as the place for the discussion to 
be held. 

For a while Elder Walker insisted that the discus- 
sion should be held at Warren, but as he had given the 
challenge it gave Puckett the right to name the time 
and place, so Walker conceded the point, and in an edi-

Strange as it may seem, Elder Walker did not reply 
} 


to this letter directly, but when the time had almost 
come for the debate to commence he wrote a letter to 
a paper published at Warren, Indiana, more than fifty 
miles from where Puckett livesand gaveas his reason for 
not meeting the latter that hecould not get his opponent 
to affirm on the question of Holy Spirit baptism. But 
it so happened that Dr. Puckett came into possession of 
this paper; he at once wroteto Elder Walker offering to 
affirm his belief in any questionin the entire range of the- 
ology if Walker would affirm what he believes upon the 
subject of water baptism. In thisletter Dr. Puckettagain 
set the time for the commencement of the debate, naming 
the first Monday in December. That time has passed, 
but Elder Walker has not so much as replied to the 
letter.

Bro. Coan,—I am here at the Biblical Institute, and 
trying to do what I can in the way of studying. I ar- 
rived here on November 26th, and was warmly wel- 
comed by President Weston, and found everything as 
you represented it, and better than I expected. 

On Thursday, the 27th, President Weston gave a 
dinner to thestudents, and of course I became acquaint- 
ed with all of them. There are only ten here includ- 
ing myself, I being the only new one this year. The 
students are distributed as follows: From Ontario 
three, New York two, both of whom are subjects of the 
Queen—one being from Scotland and one from Eng- 
Jand, neither’of them having yet been naturalized; New 
Jersey one, Michigan one, West Virginia one, and from 
Ohio myself, and one from Pennsylvania. So you see 
that half the number that are here are subjects of 
Queen Victoria, which makes me feel like asking the 
churches of the United States, Brethren, shall we suf- 
fer old Knglgnd to beat us on our own soil? Yet I am 
also proud that the subjects of the Queen come toa 
free country to study the theology of a free church. 

The room that I occupy in the Home was furnished 
by a church in New Bedford, Massachusetts, there be- 
ing no Ohio room in the building. Now, as Ohio has 
the Publishing House and Antioch College, and has 
furnished a president for the Institute, should she 
suffer the only student that she has in the Institute to 
be dependent on Massachusetts? Let the churches of 
the state furnish a room in the Home and name it the 
“Ohio room,” and thus furnish another monument to 
itself for the time to come. 

I work for President Weston evenings and mornings, 
and work for him on Saturdays, and thus help to pay 
my expenses. I hope to so work that in the future you 
may be proud to say that I came here through your 
influence. Hoping this may find you well, I remain 
your brother in Christ.

Proba- 
bly there isa little headache, but more 
often a fullness in brow or eye-balls, and 
the patient has but little heart for his 
ordinary employment, and things that 
interested him only the day before now 
appear devoid of any value. If he 
thinks back, perhaps he will remember 
that for a day or two previously he has 
not been living quite so abstemiously as 
he ought. Well, he may call this little 
illness a mere fit of indigestion, if he 
pleases; but itis indigestion of a kind 
that has detrimentally increased the uric 
acid in his blood. Let him take a Turk- 
ish bath at once, if his doctor will per- 
mit, and live by rule again. 

The living by rule includes a certain 
amount of daily exercise in the open air. 
Without this no rheumatic ;erson can 
expect to be long free from aches and 
pains and wearisome ennui—almost as 
bad to bear as pain itself. As to diet, it 
will greatly depend on the age. The 
young require more nourishment than 
the middle-aged, but old people must 
have their little often, and it must be 
well cooked and easy of assimilation. 

For breakfast, let tea andc ffee both 
be avoided, substituting cocoa o* cocoa- 
tina, with milk and sugar.

THE DISCOVERY OF BIBLE 
USCRIPTS. 


MAN- 


Profound interest is felt in the work 
of collating the fifty-one parchments or 
parts of the Old Testament which are 
said to have been found after a great fire 
in the Island of Rhodes about thirty 
years ago, aud brought to the Black Sea 
by Oria Bashan, son of their finder, who 
regarded them as an amulet, and parted 
with them very reluctantly when they 
were recently discovered in his posses- 
sion. The exposure of a fictitious man- 
uscript not long ago excited some suspi- 
cion that many similar impositions may 
be attempted, so eager are scholars to ob- 
tain ancient parchments containing parts 
of the Bible, but it is probable that the 
manufacturers of spurious manuscripts 
can not command sufficient scholarship 
to make their fraud successful. The 
learning of modern scholars is sufficient 
to enable them to detect the attempted 
deception. Wonderful discoveries of 
Bible manuscripts have been made dur- 
ing the present century, and it is believ 
ed that many other treasures of great 
value are yet to be brought forth from 
the places where they have lain buried 
for ages, to increase the flood of light 
whith is pouring upon the sacred Scrip- 
tures.— Advocate. 


GROW1H OF THE LIQUOR TRAF- 
FIC. 





There is a prevalent belief that the 
consumption of beer and light wines, as 
well as the temperance agitation, has di- 
minished the quantity of liquor consum- 
ed; but this is not so. Recent figures 
show that the consumption of liquor in 
the United States has far outstripped the 
growth of population. The nygnber of 
gallons of liquor consumed yearly has 
inereased as follows: 1840, 71,000,000; 
1850, 94,000,000; 1860, 202,000,000; 1870, 
293,000,000; 1880, 506,000,000; 1883, 655,- 
000,600. While the population has only 
trebled in the last forty years, the con- 
sumption of liquor is nearly ten times 
greater than it was in 1840, and the 
amount of money expended in its pur- 
chase shows a still greater proportional 
increase. The annual expenditure for 
liquor now exceeds $800,000,000. These 
figures are appalling, and every father of 
a family should do allin his power to 
socially discourage and legally prevent 
the use of intoxicating drinks. It is the 
master vice of our age and country.— 
Demorest’s Monthly.
